farmers in the vicinity of Monroe 
Wfs., claimed that alfalfa would not 
grow on their land. 
Several farm 
t rs, however, started w ith a 
email 
p atch and soon found that it grew 
sp lendidly and gave them tine feed 
Year by year they continued grow­ 
ing it in larger Helds. 
Last year 
they raised such an 
amount that 
many did not succeed in curing it 
p rop erly. 
Mow heating took p lace 
and fire destroyed considerable feed 
and many buildings in this section 
All this, of course, can be overcome 
It alfalfa is p rop erly cured there is 
no more danger from heating ttian 
with timothy hay. 
To succeed with 
alfalfa the farmer must know how 
and when to sow- the seed, when to 
cut and how to cure the crop , and 
how to feed if. 
Three years ago 
some 
farmers 
near Monroe sold alfalfa hay for $ 12 
p er ton. Since then they have found 
out that a ton of alfalfa hay is worth 
as much as a ton of bran. 
Here are a few figures:

Now, if we figure interest, taxes 
seed, twine, threshing exp ense and 
$ 3 p er day for all labor required, 
we w'iil find that a ton of straw will 
cost more than it would cost to raise 
a ton of alfalfa. 
Many farmers consider straw a 
cheap feed, but 1 call it a very high 
p riced feed. 
Ifwe figure the 
ex­ 
p ense for alfalfa at the same rate 
it will not cost $ 0 p er ton before it 
is ready to feed. 
I once read an article in a farm 
p ap er where a farm p rop rietor in 
Texas sowed five acres of alfalfa and 
soon discovered its value. Six years 
later he owned 1,300 acres of alfalfa 
Besides feeding his stock, he ship p ed 
hay and made a net p rofit of $1 0D,- 
000 in one year. 


A farmer in Minnesota writes that 
he makes use of his alfalfa by p ast­ 
uring it with hog;, which p roduce 
I.Toio p ounds of p ork p er acre, or (lie 
equal of $ loo in money. 
For the last six years I have been 
successful in growing alaflfa and I 
know of no grain that equals it. Last 
year I sowed twenty-four bushels <>n 
seventy acres. Last summ er it was 
eo dry that the newly seeded timothy 
and red clover and much of the old 
clover was killed. \t the same thru 
the new seeded alfalfa remained a 
live and the old alfalfa kep t growing 
slowly and made good p asture. After 
the rain it grew very rap idly 
an l 
from the seventy acres newly seeded 
1 could havy harvested at least thirty 
five tons hut 1 left it for winter p ro 
tection. That p roves that. 
it 
will 
stand drouth better than any other 
forage p lant. I now have 145 acres 
of alfalfa from which 1 exp ect to cut 
seventy-five acres for hay and use 
fifty a (res for p asture Twenty acres 
which were seeded six years ago, I 
exp ect to break up » and p lant in corn 
1 would not recommend the beginner 
to sow more than one acre at a time 
First find out how to grow it and 
then seed down on a large scale. 
Most of the land in Green county, 
and for that matter, a large p art of 
Wisconsin, is well suited to alfalfa 


O n l y on level, swamp y tracts or sand 
stone rock has it been found to fail 
Corn, oats, or barly stubble, to be 
sown to alfalfa, should be p lowed in 
tall or early sp ring 
and 
dragged 
once a week until after corn p lanting 
Feed should give a germination test 
of at 
least S5 p er 
cent. 
Twenty

sioners. A total of 1 1 a iversons wer< 
killed by railroad trains during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, I oi { and 
of this number 369 met death on th< 
steam roads and 4 6 on the

lines. 


The number of p ersons injured on 
the railroads of the state totals 630 
of which 44 1 were injured on steam 
roads. This is an increase of the num
